I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958.  This  consists  mainly 
of  statistics  but  additional  information  is  given  where  necessary. 


POPULATION. 

Registrar  General* s  estimate  for  1953  is  A, 360. 


BIRTHS. 


There  were  19  live  births  during  195$.  Of  these  2 1  were  males,  and 
25  females.  8i$  were  born  in  Maternity  Institutions  or  Hospitals.

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

One  child  under  the  age  of  12  months  died,  the  cause  of  death  being  Broncho 
Pneumonia  in  a  premature  infant. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  therefore  19.2  per  1,000  births.

No  deaths  occurred  as  a  result  of  pregnancy, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Apart  from  a  number  of  cases  of  Measles  during  the  summer  months,  no  epidemic 
of  the  more  common  Infectious  Diseases  occurred.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN.  (Service  under  County  Council  Administration) 


Hollingworth  Clinic. 

A  weekly  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  following  a  School-child  Nurse’s 
session  each  Tuesday  afternoon.  The  local  Domiciliary  Midwife  attends  for 
the  purpose  of  booking  and  the  examination  of  cases  desirous  of  having  their 
lying-in  period  at  home. 

One  session  per  month  is  devoted  to  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough  and  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  is  undertaken  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

These  premises  now  also  afford  accommodation  for  Chiropody  treatment  of  elderly 
persons  weekly.  This  service  inaugurated  by  the  Mottram  Welfare  of  the  Aged 
1  Committee  has  proved  to  be  beneficial  to  aged  persons  who  obtain  treatment  at 
reduced  charges.

Thursday . of  each  month  throughout  the  year  -  a  local  Medical  Practitioner  and 
Health  Visitor  being  in  attendance.

A  local  Medical  Practitioner 
and  Health  Visitor  attend  to  give  advice  on  child  care  and  to  carry  out  immunisation 
treatment.

WELFARE  FOOD  DISTRIBUTION. 

Supplies  of  these  commodities  are  available  during  Hollingworth  and  Broadbottom 
Clinic  Sessions. 

The  assistance  given  by  voluntary  helpers  in  the  clinics  in  this  work  is  much 
appreciated. 

The  duties  undertaken  by  these  members  include  weighing  of  children,  keeping 
of  records,  provision  of  tea  to  mothers,  and  the  sale  of  infant  foods  and  other 
nourishments  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  area  is  covered  by  the  Hyde  Health  Division  for  general,  accident,  and

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


One  full-time  Domiciliary  Nurse  attended  57  patients  in  Mottram  and  Broadbottom 
upon  2,283  occasions. 

The  Hollingworth  district  is  served  by  a  Nurse  whose  duties  also  include  cases 
resident  in  Tintwistle  (Separate  figures  for  Hollingworth  residents  are  not  readily 
available) . 

Due  to  the  scattered  area  allocated  to  this  particular  nurse,  she  uses  her  own 
motor  car  and  is  reimbursed  on  a  mileage  basis  for  all  official  journeys  connected 
with  her  nursing  duties. 

Nursing  requisites  are  stored  at  private  addresses  in  Mottram  and  Broadbottom 
and  at  the  M.  &  C.  V.  Centre  at  Hollingworth,  Requisites  such  as  back-rests,  bed-pans 
etc.,  are  available  on  loan  from  the  stores  by  application  to  either  of  these  nurses. 

MIDWIFERY. 

Midwives  attended  the  10  cases  2.6%  of  the  total  in  which  the  births  took  place 
in  the  homes  of  patients.  The  trend  for  childbirth  to  take  place  in  maternity 
institutions  is  revealed  by  the  fact  that  &}+%  of  the  notified  births  took  place  in 
Hospitals  or  Maternity  Homes.

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Facilities  are  available  at  the  Hollingworth  H.  &  C.  W.  Centre  for  the 
Midwife  to  carry  out  examinations  of  her  patients  prior  to  confinement. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

One  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young  children, 
expectant  mothers  and  nursing  mothers  by  paying  visits  to  the  homes  and  attending 
at  the  Clinics.  Visits  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  for  Care  and  After-Care  purposes, 
and  to  any  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  need  of  attention  also  form  par-6  of  her 
duties .

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NUISANCES. 


.  Tov'ar<is  the  end  of  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  smell  nuisance 
m  the  dread-bottom -District*-  caused  by -the  burning  of  manurial  and  other 
t/aste  at  a  chicken  rearing  and  packing  factory  pn  the  Derbyshire  side 
of  the  River  Etherow. 

Particularly  during  foggy  and  still  atmospheric  conditions  the  smell 
hung  over  the  area  to  the  discomfort  of  residents. 

Consul tations  took  place  Tvith  the  Chapel— en—le— Frith  Rural  District 
Council  in  whose  district  the  premises  tv  ere  situated,  and  every  co-operation 
was  given  by  them  towards  the  alleviating  of  the  nuisance,  though  at  "the  end 
of  the  year  no  definite  progress. had  been  evident  in  obtaining  assurances 
from  the  Firm  of  active  measures  being  taken  on  their  part. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  annual  10$%  test  of  the  sewer  manholes  was  carried  out  and  inf  estate- 
ions  of  a  minor  nature- were  discovered  in  both  systems  and  treated 
accordingly.  185  premises  were  specifically  inspected  in  connection  with 
rodent  control,  29  infestations  were  found,  and  the  total  calls  made  to 
deal  with  rodent  control  came  to  365. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES . 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  in  the  area  and  it  is  fat  extraction 
which  is  carried  out  at  Hyde  Brook  ’forks. 

These . works  are  adjacent  two  roads  and  there  are  a  number  of  houses  in 
th~  immediate  vicinity,  and  despite  regular  inspection  there  are  complaints 
of  offensive  smells  from  time  to  time.  Pollution  of  the  Hyde  Brook  has 
decreased  since  the  time  tha.t  some  of  the  residual  liquor  from  one  of  the 
processes  has  been  taken  to  the  Kollingworth  Sewage  Outfall,  and  the  stream 
is  in  a  much  better  condition. 

DISINFECTION  AMD  DISINFESTATION. 

Supplies  of  free  disinfectant  are  available  in  the  three  villages  and 
there  have  been  15  inspections  and  visits  directly  due  to  illness  and 
infestation  other  than  rodents. 

FACTORIES. 

28  visits  have  been  made  to  the  25  factories  remaining  on  the  Register 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

WORKPLACES. 


There  are  39  workplaces,  most  of  which  are  not  regularly  occupied  or 
owe  their  existence  to  the  presence  of  a  factory.  They  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory  on  inspection.
